THIS  is  emphatically  the  tomb  of  genius  and  of  fcience. 
'Their  child,  their  martyr,  is  here  dspofited,  and  their  friend* 
-will  make  his  cuology  in  tears.  I  (land  not  here  to  pronounce 
it.  The  thought  that  ingrofles  my  raind  is  this — how  much 
more  clear  and  impreflivc  mud  be  tlie  views  which  the  late 
fpiritual  inhabitant  of  that  lifeleli  corpfe  now  pofle'fles  of  God, 
of  his  infinite  exiftence,  of  his  adorable  attributes— of  that 
eternal  blaze  of  glory  which  emanates  from  him,  than  when 
fhe  was  blinded  by  her  veil  of  flefh.  Accuftomed  as  (he  Was 
to  penetr?.te  far  into  the  univcrfe — far  as  corporeal  or  mental 
vifion  here  can  fearch,  ftill,  what  new  and  extenfive  I'cenes 
^f  wonder  have  opened  on  her  eyes,  enlightened  and  Invi- 
gorated by  death  !  The  difcoveriesof  Rittenboufefincehe  died 
have  already  been  more  and  greater  than  while  he  livtd — Yes, 
and  could  he  addrefs  us  from  the  (piritual  world,  his  language 
would  be, 

All,  all  on  earth  is  fhadow,  all  beyond 
Is  fubftance — the  reverfe  is  folly's  creed. 
He  would  doubtlefs  adraonilh  us  to  live  for  eternity  and  not 
for  time.  He  would  warn  us  to  regard  the  whole  period  9f 
this  Ihadowy  and  paffing  ftate  as  a  fpace  of  inftruflion,  of 
difcipline,  of  trial — of  preparation  for  a  ftate  that  is  to  fol- 
ibw :  And  he  would  charge  us  to  ufe  all  our  talents  and  en- 
dowments under  the  fenfibk  influence  of  this  impreffion,  and 
to  difcharge  the  whole  buiinefs  of  Ufe  with  this  view.  This 
is  a  view  truly  great  and  elevated  ;  truly  and  only  worthy 
of  an  intelleftual  mora!  and  immortal  being.  This  is  the  view 
Jhat  unriddles  human  hfe  ;  that  gives  meaning  to  all  its  feem- 
ing  rayfteries  that  explains  the  intention  of  all  its  toil,  its 
affli(ftion?,  and  its  trials;  th.it  prefents  anobjedl  fuited  io  thofe 
ceafelefs  grafpings  of  the  foul  of  which  we  are  all  conlcious, 
bur  which  no  mortal  ever  ilid,  or  ever  can  fill  with  any  pof- 
feffitjn  ofattainment  on  this  fide  the  grave.  Say  that  a  future 
world  is  to  reiftity  the  diforders,  to  fupply  the  deficiencts,  to 
compenfdte  the  labours,  and  to   resvard  the  futferings  of  the 

prelent ; fay,  that  the  fou!  of  virtue  there  fliall  drink  to  the

The  laft  time  I  faw  your  father  was  in  the  beginning  of 
1727.  He  received  me  in  his  library,  and  on  taking  Itave, 
(hewed  me  a  fhortei  way  out  of  the  houfe,  threegh  a  narrow

paiTage;  which  was  crolTcd  by  a  beam  over  head.  We  were 
ftill  talking  as  I  withdrew,  he  accompanying  me  behind,  and 
I  turned  partly  towards  him,  whea  he  hid  ha[lily,ftoop!  Itoopf 
i  did  not  underiWRG  hi.T,,  tii!  I  felt  my  head  Lit  againft  the 
beam.  He  was  a  man  that  never  miffed  an  occafion  of  giving 
itiftruclioH,  and  upon  this  he  faid  to  me — yon  are  yonng,  and 
have  all  the  world  before  you  :  iloop  3s  yosi  go  ihrnngh  it, 
and  you  will  mifs  many  hard  thumps.
